A 
firo roady to start up at any timo could be 
kept in it all night by tightly closing the 
door and the oponing in front. 
The stove 


occupiod 'but little space, and 
was very 


cleanly. It was tho most economical stovo 
ever invented, and was one of thoso specially 
good things for which a patent was not ob- 
tain od. 


Tho old air-tight stove can bo restored to 


many housos to irroat advantage. It will 
render a roim yomfortablo at vory small cost. 
In many places there is considerable wood that 
con not bo prepared for kindling but which 
can bo burned in an .air-tight stove to ex- 
cellent advantage. The trunks of many trees 
can not bo prepared for burning in a coolring- 
stovo without much labor, but thoy can bo 
put in an air-tight stovo by removing tho 
top, and will burn as well as if thoy wore split 
in small pieces.
